At the last meeting of the standing committes
of the diocese of New-York four men were recom-
mended as eandldates for holy ordere, three were
recomnmended for ordination to the order of deacon
and two for advancement from the dluconate to
the priesthood. Among those who were recoms-
mended for ordination to the diaronate in the
Eplscopal Church {s the Rev Dr. James H. Me-
livaine, formerly one of the leading clergymen in
the Presbyterian denomination In this echy. Dr.
Mellvaine was for many years the pastor of the
Preshyterian Church of the Covenant, at Madison-
ave. apd Thirty-fitih-st. When that church sold
{ts property and united with the old Brick Church,
at Fifth-ave, and Thirty-seventh-gt., of which the
Rev, Dr. Henry van Dyke ls the pastor, about four
Mellvalne became co-pastor with
Dr, van Dyke, The co-ordinate partorate continued
for two years, at the cxpiration of which time Dr.
Melivaine resigned, and went to Europe for & sed-
son of travel and rest

PROFESSOR SIOANE'S TRIBUTE

The Jate Dr. Drisler, who from 1830 up to his death
on Tueslay was connected with Columbia as un-
dergradunte, (utor, adjunct professor, professor,
pometima acting prealdent, dean of the aris fnculty
and finally an emeritus professor, was not & man of
marked pecullarities. He was conservative, unosten-
tatious and retiring. an alile scholar and a good citl-

Dr. Drisler was one of the first to turn to Ger-
many for his knowledge of the higher branches, in-
stead of following the customary route to Oxford,

Dr. Drister was just and merelful to a fault, He
always saw some good In an crring student, who,
after a lecture by this kindly man, gencrally re-
formed. He was personally known to o greater
number of alumni than mokt of the professors, ow-
{ng, perhapa, to his long and contivuous service,
though he seldom, If ever, pardeipated in any move-
meats outslde of his clasnroom.

Professor Willlam M. Sloane, "68, who has Lecome
famnous through bis original historical resenrches,
sald to a Tribune reporter yesterday: “'Lr, Urisjer
wus as pound a scholar gs any man under whoss 1n-
gtruction 1 ever sat. He wan o philologist In the
wideat nonse. His pre-eminent quallly was justice
and it was A pleasure to work for him, because ou
knew that he appreciated your every effort  He had
rather n severe classroom manner, hut behind there
was a kind, a sympnthetic heart, and none ever ap-
peenled to him in vain. His administrative ahillties
were good, and whenever he had to wiminisier (g-
[umble's affairs there was not that sense of slack-
ness which generally characierizes an Interregniim.
Dr. Drisler was cssentinlly a teacher and exercisad
the highest Influence as *uch. In the classroom he
never falled to command the respect of the students.
Fie never unbent In the clursroom, and never In-
dulged in familiar tnlk, Which is a plifall o many
teachers of medlocre powera’
